whereas tho United States’ ficure of 120,000 was the total of 
enlisted men only, excluding officers and marines; therefore the 
comparative total was 147,000. Furthermore, the British personne} 
was, being redaced, while the United States’ Estimates provide for 
the personnel increasing. When the British numbers had fallen to 
131,000'the United States would have risen to 177,009.

"LOCAL LABOUR DISPUTE. 


We had something to say on Thursday in this column with regard 
o the reticence, of employers to -make:any definite statement 
specting the demands made by local fitters for incressed wazes: 
Vo wish to add a fow commenta~ because of certain things which 
: pave been said in high quarters denying that there ever wasa 
ossibility of s strike, and suggesting that the publicity given to 
b matter has had the effect of stiffening the attitude of the men 
hsncerned. Now, itis justas well to recal] what we actually said 
n our first report on this trouble. On tha 3st ult. we stated that 
nnless an eleventh-hour settlement was reached, what promised to 
astrike ofa teers ti cer stabtisinnents would-come 
bout on the following day. That statement was based on inform. 
ation secured from a thoroughly reliable source, which cannot be 
piged for good and sufficient reasons, the information being that 
Snformers employed by some of the concerns had, by secret enquiries, 
gathered that unless_the demal 
more pay arere conceded they would "down tools”-on Thursday. 
¢ was true, as we tock spacial Care to point out, that there was no 
open threat of’s strike, but that such o step was contemplated asa 
Just resort, and that tho. men themselves had declared as 
miuch, is a fact. Two other local papers besides ourselves 
spoke~ of such a possibility, whil-t amongst certain sections 
of the Chinese community the danger was freely commented upon. 
If thare were no such danger, why the anxisty to get tha ‘matter 
‘settled before Aprillst? ‘Why the prolonged conferences between 
‘the representatives of the employers and the employees? And 
‘why, if it were merely a matter for ordinary adjustment: hetweon 
these two.interests, was the Secretary for Chinese Affaira brought 
Into it? “ Anyone impartially looking at the developments must 
‘come to the conclusion that there was a very distinct danger. of a 
strike. We trus? that danger has passed now, for labour troubles 
are the lest thing that we want in Hongkong. As to the argument 
that our comment on the subject had the effect of making the men 
Tore obstinate, the idés is, to express it mildly, sheer nonsense. 
' As if Chinese fitters were tikely to look to the European Press, 
before deciding on & policy! Even if they: could read’ the papers. 
“they would have found nothing in‘our comment in any way urging 
them to cease work—quite the reverse, in fact. The whole ex- 
“planation of talk of. this sort, of course, is that certain interests 
, here are wedded-to the “ bush-bush™ or “ don't-say-anything-about- 
S€" idea. | They would completely muzzle the Press if they had:
